Itt a whirlwind campaign Saturday, the last day for the sale 
of tho fourth Liberty Bonds, Wilbarger county almost doubled her 
quota of $1 hi,600. This was tin* goal of plans made by the Lib­ 
erty I .nan organization Friday night, following the receipt of Sec­ 
retory McAdoo’a urgent appeal to tin* county to buy more bonds. 
Tiv. Loan tit that time was still two billion short of the amount 
asked lor. 


A conference of a few of the leaders was hastily called and 
a supreme effort to secure an over-subscription of IOO per cent 
was decided upon. The plan was outlined at a meeting held in the 
Chamber of Commerce rooms Saturday morning, and practically 
every man present agreed to double his subscript ion. 
Appeals were sent to committees throughout the county, urg­ 
ing a re-canvass of their districts in search of new subscriptions 
and increases of old subscriptions, 
'1’he I * >t a I reported Saturday night showed that subscriptions 
bad reached $261,000. This amount will be increased when full re­ 
p o r ts arc made to tin* banks. Many of the committees were busy 
until after b u sin ess hours Saturday and some subscriptions had 
not corno into the banks. 


M rs. Sumner Takes Another $5,000.

MAY KROC I RE STAMP ON CHECKS 


Amendment to Revenue Bill Is Adopt­ 


ed by Senate Com­ 


mit tee. 


A stump tax of 2e on ail bank cheeks 
is provided for iii an amendment to the 
war revenue bill adopted by tile Sen­ 
ate Finance Committee, which is revis­ 
ing the House draft. 
The amendment was adopted bv ii 
vote of 8 to ti. 
Many members, how­ 
ever, expressed ti doubt as to its ac­ 
ceptance bv th*' Senate. 
Such a tax is 
opposed by Treasury Department offi­ 
cials and many Senators, because it not 
only would I*** ti se rio u s inconvenience 
ti* business but would tend to di emu 
age thrift and encourage hoarding. 
'I'lit* amount of revenue from such a 
tax would lie small, in tilt* opinion of 
experts. 
Consideration of tile revenue hill pro- 
gressed so rapidly today that Chairman 
Simmons tonight reiterated Ids predic­ 
tion that (lie bill would Im* completed by 
ii Inuit (Vet.
